Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  upon  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield 
for  the  year  1939. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  to 
the  middle  of  1940  has  not  been  received  and  all  statistics 
have  been  based  on  the  estimate  to  mid  1939  which  was 
36,350. 

The  1931  Census  gave  the  population  of  the  Borough  as 
34,902. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1939  was  10.5  compared  with  11.3  in 
1938. 

The  Death  Rate  was  13.4  compared  with  11.5  in  1938. 

The  infant  Death  Rate  has  increased,  the  rate  per  1,000 
live  births  being  57  compared  with  51  for  the  year  1938. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  the  lowest  to  be  recorded  for  the 
Borough. 

The  low  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  one  of  the  happy 
features  of  this  report.  Only  three  times  has  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  of  57  been  more  favourable,  viz  :  in  1931  it  was 
43,  in  1933  it  was  50,  and  in  1938  it  was  51. 
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The  average  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  past  eight 
years  is  G1  in  comparison  with  an  average  Rate  of  71  for  the 
eight  preceding  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  in 
children  under  1  year  of  age  per  thousand  live  births. 

Infectious  Disease.  The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable 
Infectious  Disease  which  occurred  during  the  year  was  315 
compared  with  348  in  1938. 

The  diseases  mainly  responsible  for  this  increase  were 
Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Acute  Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  111  Notifications  of  Diphtheria  compared 
vvith  55;  42  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  compared  with  114;  65 
eases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  compared  with  87  and  55  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  (all  forms)  compared  with  59  in  1938. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of  children  attending 
the  elementary  schools  of  the  borough  and  children  under  5 
years  of  age  was  commenced  in  March,  1939. 

The  method  adopted  was  3  injections  of  1  c.c.  T.A.F. 
at  weekly  intervals. 

In  addition  the  Authority  also  provided  the  material  to 
local  Practitioners,  free  of  charge,  for  the  immunisation  of 
children  whose  parents  wished  this  to  be  done  privately  on 
condition  they  did  not  charge  more  than  10/-  per  case. 

MEW  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

During  the  year  the  building  of  a  new  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  in  Saunders  Square,  Moss  Estate,  was 
commenced.  This  centre  will  be  opened  during  1940.

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  1939  estimate  of  popula¬ 
tion  for  the  area  has  not  been  received  and  therefore  the 
statistics  have  been  calculated  on  the  1939  estimate  which 
was  36,350. 


Rainfall, — A  record  of  the  Rainfall  in  the  Borough  is  taken 
each  day  from  the  rain  gauge  in  the  West  Park  by  the  Parks 
Superintendent,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  the  readings  given 
below. 


The  Rainfall  for  the  year  1939  was  34.28  inches,  and  the 
daily  average  rainfall  was  0.09  inches. 
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The  total  numbers  of  live  births  and  of  deaths  of  residents 
in  the  Borough  during  1939,  were  384  and  515  respectively. 
These  figures  show  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  131.  For 
1938  the  excess  of  deaths  over  births  was  31. 


The  Birth  Rate  of  10.5  is  less  by  0.8  than  for  1938. 
Factors  which  contribute  towards  a  continued  low  birth 
rate  in  Macclesfield  have  been  detailed  in  previous  reports. 

The  Death  Rate  of  13.4  shows  an  increase  of  1.9  compared 
with  the  rate  for  1938. 


The  Infant  Death  Rate  of  57  per  1,000  live  births  is 
slightly  higher  than  the  previous  year. 

Compared  with  1938,  the  infant  death  rate  is  higher  by  0. 


General  Remarks  on  the  Death  Rate. 

The  number  of  Deaths  in  the  Borough  for  1939  was  515. 
This  is  an  increase  of  74  compared  with  1938.

Mental  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

During  the  year,  65  cases  of  these  diseases  were  notified, 
Last  year  there  were  87  notifications. 

Tuberculosis. 

32  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  and 
23  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  making  a  total  of  55  cases,, 
compared  with  45  Pulmonary  and  14  Non-Pulmonary,  a  total 
of  59  last  year.  36  Pulmonary  cases  received  Sanatorium 
treatment,  and  3  Non-Pulmonary  cases  received  Hospital 
treatment,  making  a  combined  total  of  39  receiving  Institu¬ 
tional  treatment.

Measles. 

Since  this  disease  became  notifiable  on  the  1st  November, 
1939,  2  cases  have  been  reported,  one  of  which  was  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  In  addition,  1  case  was  reported  by 
a  Head  Teacher  of  an  Elementary  School  in  the  Borough,  and 
2  occurred  in  children  under  5  years  of  age. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  disease  also  became  notifiable  on  the  1st  November, 
1939.  Since  that  date  6  cases  have  been  reported. 

No  cases  were  reported  by  the  Head  Teachers  of  the 
Elementary  Schools  in  the  Borough,  but  7  occurred  in  children 
under  5  years  of  age.

this  area,  Dr.  Henzell,  attends  every  Monday  and  Friday  ail 
2-30  p.m. 

Maternity  Beds. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  assists 
towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  suitable  cases  in  Wes4 
Park  Hospital  and  in  special  cases,  St.  Mary’s  Hospital 
Manchester,  during  confinement,  and  in  certain  cases  pays  the 
whole  fee. 

Children. 

The  General  Infirmary  has  a  Children’s  Ward  and  does  a 
large  amount  of  useful  and  necessary  remedial  work.  The 
Town  Council  and  the  Education  Committee  subscribe  to  the 
funds  of  this  Institution. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  has  T4  beds  and  ia 
situated  in  Moss  Lane.  Patients  are  treated  free.  Arrange 
ments  have  been  made  for  the  reception  of  patients  from  tht 
Macclesfield  Rural  District  and  from  Bollington. 


The  Corporation  is  also  responsible  for  maintaining  c 
Small-pox  Flospital  of  12  beds. 
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General  Infirmary. 

This  Institution  is  situated  near  the  West  Park.  It  has 
accommodation  for  lOo  patients  with  separate  male,  female 
and  children’s  wards  and  there  are  special  wards  for  private 
patients.  The  Infirmary  is  supported  largely  by  voluntary 
subscriptions,  and  poor  patients  are  treated  free.  Ordinarily 
however,  patients  are  expected  to  pay  according  to  their 
circumstances. 


This  is  the  Institution  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
and  receives  the  sick  poor.  It  is  also  a  general  hospital. 


Both  the  General  Infirmary  and  the  West  Park  Hospital 
are  recognised  as  training  schools  for  nurses,  and  an  arrange¬ 
ment  exists  ior  the  interchange  of  staff  between  the  twro 
Hospitals  for  training  purposes. 


County  Mental  Hospital. 

r  hospital  is  situated  in  the  Borough  near  Broken 

Cross.  Most  fhe  patients  come  from  Cheshire,  and  from  the 
County  Borough  of  Stockport.  There  is  at  present,  accom¬ 
modation  for  1,290  patients,  but  further  extensions  are  about 
to  be  made  which  will  provide  300  additional  beds. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Oases.  The  Corporation  have  provided  a 
well-equipped  motor  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  infectious 
cases,  (h)  Non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  Two  Ambulances 
are  maintained  by  the  Corporation  for  non-infectious  and  acci- 
cases.

3d.  per  mile 
to  non-residents,  puohc  bodies,  and  others.  The  minimum 
charge  is  2s.  6d.  Practitioners  in  the  Borough  have  been  in- 
ormed  of  this  facihcy,  and  also  that  the  Ambulance  may  be 
engaged  by  telephone,  '

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MILK — Bacterial  Examination. 

During  the  year  22  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  from 
retailers  during  the  ordinary  rounds  of  street  delivery  during 
February,  May  and  November. 

The  samples  were  submitted  to  a  detailed  bacteriological 
examination,  and  animal  inoculation  tests  were  carried  out 
for  the  detection  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.

One  of  the  samples  on  bacteriological  examination  was 
reported  as  containing  “a  small  number  of  acid  fast  bacilli 
somewhat  resembling  Tubercle  Bacilli  but  not  sufficiently 
characteristic  to  form  a  definite  opinion.”  This  was 
immediately  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  as  a  result  the  herd  was  examined  by  one  of  the  County 
Veterinary  Officers  and  a  bulk  sample  of  the  milk  was  taken 
by  him  for  examination. 
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Both  the  cattle  and  a  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
milk  gave  a  negative  result  and  this  was  confirmed  by  an 
animal  inoculation  test. 

As  a  result  of  the  animal  inoculation  tests  two  samples 
were  reported  as  containing  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Both  samples 
were  purchased  from  retailers  who  also  produced  the  milk. 
In  each  case  the  dairy  herds  were  examined  by  a  County 
Veterinary  Officer  with  negative  results. 

In  one  of  these  cases  four  cows  had  been  sold  and  in  the 
other  two  cows  had  been  sold  in  the  time  that  had  elapsed 
between  taking  the  sample  and  the  animal  inoculation  tests 
being  completed. 

The  producers  of  the  three  samples  containing  Bacillus 
Coli  were  informed  of  the  result  of  the  examination  and  the 
measures  to  be  taken  for  the  production  of  clean  milk  brought 
to  their  notice  with  a  request  that  such  measures  be  carried 
out  with  a  view  to  preventing  this  contamination. 


Dairies.,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

During  the  year  three  applications  for  the  transfer  of 
registrations  for  the  retail  sale  of  milk  were  received  and 
granted. 

The  total  number  of  Wholesale  Traders  and  Producers  of 
Milk  in  the  Borough  is  41. 

Of  this  number  2  are  Wholesale  Traders,  38  produce  milk 
for  sale  and  1  for  making  butter. 

The  total  number  of  Purveyors  of  Milk  in  the  Borough  is 
79  and  of  this  number  56  are  retailers  whose  premises  are 
situated  in  the  Borough,  and  23  are  retailers  with  premises 
outside  the  Borough.

At  the  end  of  the  year  alterations  were  in  progress  at  two 
farms  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  licence  for  the  production  of 
‘ 'Accredited  Milk.” 

Other  alterations  have  been  carried  out  at  two  farms.  At 
one  of  these  farms  the  ventilation  of  one  shippon  was 
improved  by  the  fixing  of  three  new  windows  and  the  defective 
floor  relaid  with  concrete,  and  at  the  other  farm  two  shippons 
had  two  new  windows  fixed  in  each  and  the  floors  relaid  with 
concrete. 

During  the  year  154  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made 
to  the  registered  premises.  During  the  visits  to  the  farms  the 
Movement  of  Stock  Registers  have  been  examined  and 
signed. 

Under  the  Milk  Special  Designations  Order  one  licence 
was  issued  for  the  sale  of  4 ‘Pasteurised”  milk,  and  two 
licences  for  the  sale  of  “Accredited”  milk. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  is  retailed  in  the  Borough  by  a 
registered  purveyor  resident  in  the  Rural  District  and  who  is 
licenced  by  the  County  Council. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


The  following  information  in  regard  to  water  supplies 
and  drainage  and  sewerage  has  kindly  been  supplied  by  Mr. 
E.  Hamson,  Borough  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer. 


WATER*, 

Extensions  and  Improvements  during  1938. 

Particulars  of  any  new  sources  of  public  supply: — 

Boreholes  have  been  made  in  Tytherington  and  London 
Road  areas  and  tests  carried  out  on  the  yield  from  these 
underground  sources,  showing  as  a  result  that  approxi¬ 
mately  1,000,000  gallons  per  day  may  be  obtained  to 
augment  the  Upland  Surface  Water  Supplies  as  and  when 
necessary. 

Improvements  to  existing  sources  of  public  supply : — 

A  scheme  is  in  hand  for  extensions  and  alterations, 
bringing  into  use  the  above  supply,  assuring  an  ample 
quantity  of  water  for  all  purposes  throughout  the  Borough, 
additional  storage  of  filtered  water  is  to  be  provided  in  the 
1J  million  gallons  Reservoir  on  the  Hollins,  also  \  million 
gallons  Reservoir  at  Rulow  and  a  100,000  gallons  water 
tower  at  Whirley.  New  mechanical  filters  at  Langley  are 
also  being  provided. 

Any  important  extension  of  mains  : — 

New  hydraulic  mains  are  being  provided  between  the 
Tytherington  Pumping  Station  and  Buxton  Road  Reservoir ; 
also  between  London  Road  Pumping  Station  and  the  Hollins 
Reservoir  and  from  London  Road  to  the  Whirley  Barn  Tower. 
These  new  mains  will  enable  better  pressures  and  increased 
volume  of  water  to  be  obtained  in  the  higher  area  of  the  town, 
also  give  better  fire  protection  to  the  whole  area  of  the 
Borough. 

Have  piped  supplies  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity : 

The  quality  of  water  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily 
but  the  quantity  has  been  intermittent  in  some  higher  areas 
of  the  Borough,  due  to  consumption  being  in  excess  of 
capacity  of  mains.  The  new  scheme  outlined  above  will 
rectify  these  complaints.

Samples  tested  monthly,  results  show  water  to  be 
satisfactory  for  domestic  purposes. 

Particulars  of  any  parts  of  the  district  in  need  of  an  improved 
water  supply  : — 

London  Road,  Broken  Cross  and  Buxton  Road  areas. 
The  above  scheme  will  improve  pressures  in  these  areas. 

Parts  of  the  Borough  still  without  a  proper  supply  of  water  : — 

Only  a  few  farms  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough  which 
rely  upon  springs  and  wells. 

mmim&B  mn  sewage. 

Particulars  of  any  important  extension  of  the  sewerage 
system : — 

A  complete  review  of  the  whole  of  the  sewerage  system 
has  been  undertaken  and  plans  prepared  for  considerable 
extensions  to  the  present  sewers.  Owing  to  the  outbreak 
of  war  the  scheme  as  a  whole  has  been  suspended,  but  the 
Ministry  of  Health  is  being  pressed  to  consent  to  a  part  of 
the  scheme  being  done  to  prevent  flooding. 

Particulars  of  any  part  of  the  district  which  is  in  need  of 
improved  sewerage  facilities  or  sewage  disposal  works  : — 

The  low  lying  area  sewers  are  surcharged  in  .times  of 
floods  and  require  enlarging,  also  development  in  the 
Broken  Cross  area  and  London  Road  area  has  outgrown  the 
capacity  of  the  existing  sewers. 

New  additional  sewers  are  necessary  to  relieve  these 
areas  as  provided  for  in  the  above  reviews. 


SE¥#AGE  DISPOSAL. 

Mr.  F.  T.  Hambleton,  Manager  of  the  Works,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  interesting  details. 

During  1939,  the  total  amount  of  sewage  received  at  the 
works  was  926,430,000  gallons,  of  this  amount  64,177,000 
gallons  were  treated  as  storm  water. 

Daily  samples  shew  the  average  strength  of  the  crude 
sewage  as  10.62,  The  average  strength  of  the  final  effluent 
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produced  was  1.19.  The  average  percentage  purification 
effected  was  88.8%  which  can  be  classified  as  good. 

All  samples  collected  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Lancashire 
Rivers  Committee  during  the  year  proved  satisfactory.

HOUSE  REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  STREET  CLEANSING, 

The  work  of  removing  house  refuse  and  the  cleansing  of 
streets  is  carried  out  with  direct  labour  by  the  Corporation. 
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At  premises  where  water  closets  are  installed  the 
domestic  refuse  is  stored  in  galvanised  iron  refuse  bins  with 
proper  fitting  cover. 

The  refuse  deposited  in  these  bins  is  removed  weekly. 

ipfe.-e' 

Privy  closets  and  ashpits,  which  are  confined  to  districts 
without  sewers,  are  emptied  as  required. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on, a  tip  situate  out¬ 
side  the  Borough.  During  the  year  the  ‘ ‘Controlled  Tipping” 

system  has  been  carried  out  with  satisfactory  results  and  the 
tip  has  not  been  the  subject- of  a  single  complaint. 

The  total  weight  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of  is 
estimated  to  be  18,234  tons. 

The  whole  of  the  work  throughout  the  year  has  been 
carried  out  with  the  minimum  number  of  complaints. 

THE  MORTUARY. 

During  the  year  51  bodies  were  removed  to  the  Mortuary 
and  51  post-mortem  examinations  made. 

In  addition,  IT  post-mortem  examinations  were  carried 
out  at  the  General  Infirmary,  4  at  the  West  Park  Hospital,  and 
5  at  the  Cheshire  County  Mental  Hospital,  making  a  total 
number  for  the  Borough  of  77. 


Common  Lodging  Houses* 

There  are  five  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
Borough  with  accommodation  for  141  nightly  lodgers. 

During  the  year  30,520  nightly  lodgers  *  were  accom¬ 
modated,  an  increase  of  357  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

With  one  exception  the  premises  are  old  and  ill  adapted 
for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  used  and  in  August  two  of 
the  premises  were  included  in  a  Clearance  Area  under  the 
Housing  Act  1936.  Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  this 
scheme  is  now  in  abeyance,  but  will  be  revived  when  the 
opportunity  occurs. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  one  common  lodging 
house  was  in  the  process  of  being  thoroughly  re-conditioned. 

284  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  during  the  year,

The  Sale  Of  lee  Cream. 

Thirty-two  shops  where  ice  cream  is  sold  were  visited  and 
inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

1  wenty-two  of  the  shopkeepers  manufactured  and  retailed 
the  commodity  and  ten  retailed  it. 

Bakehouses. 

132  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  the  bakehouses 
when  they  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory 
state. 

The  ventilation  of  one  bakehouse  was  improved  by  the 
hxing  of  a  larger  window  and  at  another  a  drain  inlet  was 
removed  out  of  the  bakehouse  and  fixed  outside  and  the  floor 
was  relaid  with  concrete. 

There  are  now  on  the  register  48  Bakehouses  and  15 
Oatcake  Bakers. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924„ 

Shops,  stalls,  vehicles  and  places  where  food  is  prepared 
have  been  inspected  and  it  was  found  that  the  requirements  of 
the  above  regulations  were  being  observed. 

Slaughterhouses. 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  the  borough  is  19.  Of 
these  eleven  were  “Registered”  and  eight  “Licenced.”  Five 
of  the  licences  were  required  to  be  renewed  annually. 

On  the  1st  October  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  requiring  all  slaughterhouses  to  be  licenced  came 
into  operation.  As  a  result  of  this  18  persons  occupying 
slaughterhouses  had  applied  for  licences  up  to  the  end  of 
December. 

Of  these  18  slaughterhouses  it  was  reported  that — 

“The  newest  slaughterhouse  has  been  licenced  for  6  years 
and  the  oldest  has  been  registered  for  100  years.  For  various 
reasons  some  of  the  premises  are  not  fit  in  all  respects  for  the 
business  of  preparing  meat  for  human  consumption,  but  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  present  time  is  not  opportune  to  ask  the 
Committee  to  provide  alternative  accommodation”  it  was 
recommended  that  each  application  be  granted. 

Frequent  visits  made  to  the  slaughterhouses  have  shown 
that  they  have  been  properly  used  and  maintained  in  a  clean 

and  wholesome  condition.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  two  offensive  trade  premises  in  the  Borough, 
one  fat  melter  and  one  tripe  boiler. 

Both  premises  have  been  periodically  visited  and  inspected. 

In  consequence  of  complaints  about  the  obnoxious  smell 
emitted  from  the  fat  melting  works  notice  has  been  ordered 
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to  be  served  on  the  proprietors  by  the  Town  Council,  who  own 
the  premises,  to  terminate  their  tenancy,  and  for  possession 
to  be  given  up  on  the  29th  September,  1940.

REPORT  of  the  samples  purchased  and  submitted  for 
analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928, 
the  Public  Health  (Condensed  and  Dried  Milk)  Regulations, 
1923,  and  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food) 
Regulations.

Twenty-seven  of  the  samples  were  purchased  formally 
and  forty-six  informally. 

Of  the  samples  purchased  formally  3  were  adulterated 
and  of  the  samples  purchased  informally  two  were  adulterated. 

The  three  samples  purchased  formally  and  which  were 
reported  as  being  adulterated  were  samples  of  milk.  The 
following  are  the  particulars  of  these  samples. 

During  the  ordinary  delivery  of  milk  in  the  street  a  sample 
was  purchased  and  numbered  40  X.  This  was  reported  to  be 
deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the  extent  of  14  per  cent.  Two  days 
after  No.  40  X  was  purchased  an  “appeal  to  the  cow”  sample 
was  purchased  and  this  (No.  44  X)  was  found  to  be  deficient 
in  fat  to  the  extent  of  3  per  cent. 

The  producer  was  cautioned  and  advised  to  obtain  expert 
professional  advice  on  the  matter  with  a  view  to  producing 
milk  of  the  standard  required.  This  he  did  and  a  further 
sample  which  was  purchased  was  reported  to  be  genuine. 

The  other  sample  No.  42  X  was  also  purchased  during 
the  ordinary  rounds  of  delivery  and  proved  to  be  deficient  in 
fat  to  the  extent  of  13  per  cent.  An  “appeal  to  the  cow” 
sample  shewed  the  milk  to  contain  3.17  per  cent,  of  milk  fat. 

.  i 

This  producer  retailer  was  cautioned  and  a  further  sample 
taken  some  months  after  proved  to  be  genuine. 
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Of  the  adulterated  samples  purchased  informally  one 
No.  28  X  was  a  sample  of  sausage  found  to  contain  5  grains 
per  pound  expressed  as  Boric  Acid.  A  follow-up  sample 
purchased  formally  proved  to  be  free  from  adulteration.  The 
trader’s  attention  was  then  drawn  to  the  result  of  the  first 
analysis  and  he  was  warned. 

The  other  adulterated  sample  was  of  Lard  (No.  64  X) 
which  v/as  reported  to  be  “Lard  Substitute  100  per  cent.” 
When  an  attempt  was  made  to  purchase  a  sample  of  Lard 
formally  the  shopkeeper  replied  that  only  Lard  Substitute 
was  sold. 


Owing  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  coming  into 
operation  the  taking  of  samples  of  foods  and  drugs  for 
analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst  was,  from  the  30th  September, 
taken  over  by  the  County  Council  the  authority  now  entrusted 
with  the  administration  of  this  part  of  the  Act.

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SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 

Health  Office, 

Town  Hall, 

Macclesfield. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1939,  but  before  passing  on  to  a  brief  review  of  the 
work  carried  out  I  must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work 
done  by  my  predecessor,  Mr.  J.  Hermann,  from  whom  I  took 
over  the  duties  of  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  month  of 
May. 

During  the  year  5242  special  and  routine  visits  were  made 
to  premises  and  inspections  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
various  Acts  administered  by  the  Department. 


Nuisances. 

Nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  letters  and  preliminary 
notices,  41  statutory  notices,  and  a  large  number  of  inter¬ 
views  with  persons  responsible  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances, 
resulted  in  437  nuisances  being  abated. 

Details  of  the  work  done  to  abate  the  nuisances  included 
repairs  to  191  houses  ;  the  supply  of  water  to  79  houses  was 
improved  by  the  laying  of  new  and  larger  service  supply  pipes 
from  the  mains  ;  58  defective  water  closets  repaired  and  put 
into  good  working  order ;  97  house  drains  have  been  cleared, 
relaid  or  improved ;  9  dirty  houses  have  been  cleansed  and  34 
disinfested  of  bed  bugs  ;  24  new  water  closets  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  existing  properties  ;  421  domestic  refuse  bins  with 
proper  fitting  covers  have  been  renewed ;  and  30  observations 
have  been  made  for  the  detection  of  smoke  nuisances. 

To  prevent  nuisances  from  dirty  walls,  etc.,  lime  was 
supplied  to  householders  to  limewash  918  rooms  and  454 
brushes  were  loaned  to  apply  the  same. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-five  visits  were  made  to  266 
houses  in  connection  with  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 
227  houses  were  disinfected  where  infectious  diseases 
occurred,  including  54  houses  that  were  treated  after  the  death 
or  removal  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
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Housing. 

During  the  year  the  Five  Years’  Building  Programme  of 
the  Council  to  re-house  tenants  from  Unfit  Houses  was  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  handing  over  for  tenancy  of  the  last  18  houses 
contracted  for  in  the  56  Scheme,  which  was  started  in  1938. 

The  furniture  of  six  of  the  18  families  re-housed  was 
disinfested  before  removal  to  the  Council  Houses  by  treating 
the  articles  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  Gas. 

The  routine  inspection  of  houses  continued  during  the 
year  and  a  number  of  dwelling-houses  were  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  but  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities 
further  action  had  to  be  held  in  abeyance.  Details  of  the 
properties  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Overcrowding. 

On  the  1st  January,  1939,  there  were  on  the  register  141 
houses  that  had  been  found  to  be  overcrowded,  and  during 
the  year  a  further  16  houses  were  found  to  be  overcrowded, 
making  a  total  of  157.  These  157  houses  have  been  visited 
and  the  numbers  of  occupants  checked  to  see  if  they  were 
still  overcrowded  with  the  following  result : — 

Of  the  157  overcrowded  houses  88  houses  containing  673 
persons  were  found  to  be  decrowded. 

And  of  the  88  houses  decrowded  10  families  had  been  re¬ 
housed  in  Council  Houses,  20  had  found  more  accommodation 
m  houses  privately  owned,  and  58  families  had  been  decrowded 
owing  to  children  marrying  and  leaving  to  set  up  homes  of 
their  own. 

The  total  number  of  overcrowded  houses  now  on  the 
register  is  69,  and  the  number  of  persons  affected  is  549. 

Shops  Aots. 

As  mentioned  in  the  last  report  the  Council,  after  con¬ 
sideration,  decided  to  transfer  the  administration  to  the 
Weights  and  Measures  Department  and  since  the  month  of 
May  the  Acts  relating  to  Shops  have  been  carried  out  by 
Weights  and  Measures  Inspector. 

Canal  Boats. 

During  the  year  nine  inspections  were  made  of  5  boats. 
Three  boats  were  met  with  once  and  two  were  met  with  three 
times.  The  actual  number  of  persons  occupying  the  five  boats 


was  T  men,  2  women,  and  1  child.  Each  person  had  a  home 
separate  from  the  boat  on  which  they  worked. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  met  with. 

The  decreased  traffic  on  the  canal  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  no  boats  were  met  with  on  a  number  of  occasions 
when  the  canal  was  visited. 

Contagious  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

No  outbreaks  of  disease  occurred  during  the  year.  Under 
the  Regulations  for  the  Movement  of  Swine  18  licences  were 
issued  for  the  movement  of  98  pigs,  232  licences  were  received 
for  the  movement  into  the  Borough  of  888  pigs  ;  and  90  licences 
for  the  movement  into  the  Borough  of  424  sheep  and  lambs 
and  526  imported  cattle. 

Early  in  the  year  copies  of  the  leaflet  dealing  with  the 
Warble  Fly  were  posted  to  each  stock  holder  in  the  Borough 
with  a  request  for  his  co-operation  in  carrying  out  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  order. 

Three  notifications  relating  to  two  farms  were  received 
of  animals  which  had  been  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Animals  Order,  1925.  On  receipt  of  each  notification  the  farm 
was  visited  and  the  carrying  out  of  cleansing  and  disinfection 
was  supervised. 

The  usual  routine  inspections  have  been  made  of  slaughter¬ 
houses,  bakehouses,  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops,  offen¬ 
sive  trade  premises,  workshops,  and  common  lodging  houses, 
the  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report 
under  their  respective  headings. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry,  I 
attach  a  classified  statement  showing  the  number  and  nature 
of  the  inspections  made  during  the  year,  the  number  of 
statutory  and  informal  notices  served,  together  with  the  result 
of  such  notices.
